Premier's Statement. 

The Premier said he had received 
the Zinovieff letter from the Fer- 
eign Office Oct. 16 and had re- 
turned it with the comment that 
greater care should be *aken to dis- 
cover whether it was authentic but 
that if it were authentic it shoald 
be published tmmediately. 

He had received the draft of the 
Foreign Office protest which later 
was submitted te the Russian 
Charge d'Affaires. Christian Ra- 
kovsky, on Oct. 23, had altered it 
and then returned it to the Foreign 
Office, expecting that it would be 
returned to him with the proofs of 
the authenticity of the Zinovieff 
document. That night. however. 
the protest to M. Rakovsky was 
published. 

The Foreign Office, the Prime 
Minister continued, honestly be- 
lieved the document to be authentic 
and the foreign Officiale acted on 
that belief. They knew he would 
mot tolerate that kind of propa- 
ganda. 

Referring to the possibility that 
the letter might have been a for- 
gery. the Premier declared: “If the 
letter is a forgery. it shows the 
amount of scoundretiness with 
which we are being surrounded. My 
experience has made it impossible 
for me not to bé@ suspicious. If the 
letter is genuine, depend upon it 
that, so long as there i> a Laber 
government and I am responsible 
to that government, it will ha:dle 


every attempt by an outside Power 
to interfere with our internal af- 
fairs.”

At that 
time United States Senators were 
elected by State Legislatures, and 
Missouri had no arrangement “by 
which the people made any direct 
expression of their choice for the 
senatorship. 

It was customary for both par- 
ties the majority and the min- 
Ority, in the Legislature, to hold 
caucuses on a senatorial vacancy, 
'with the understanding that the 
| winner in each caucus should re- 
| ceive the entire party vote. How- 
lever bitter the contest in a cau- 
'eus might be, a bolt after the cau- 
cus was a thing almost unheard-of, 
in this or any other State. 

In the Republican legislative 
caucus at Jefferson City Jan. 5.
